Port au Prince.—A most serious 
situation seems to exist in the field 
ef education in Haiti, Prior to the 


Occupation Haiti had already evolved 
a very complicated public school sys- 
‘tem in which there were three types of 
| primary schools—the lay schools con- 
‘trolled directly by the Department of 
Education; paggehial schools under the 
Bishops and priests, subsidized by and 
entirely controlled by the Department 
of Public Education and other schools 
conducted by the Christian Brothers 
and French Sisters, also subsidized and 
controlled by the Department of Edu- 
eation. When the Service Technique 
was organized, it embarked upon ‘an 
ambitious program of education, ¢s- 
tablishing at first a few agricultural 
high schools. Little by little under the 
supervision of Dr, George F. Freeman, 
of Texas, the American head of the 
Service Technique and a corps of 
American assistants, this educational 
program has been extended. It is 
charged that there has been no effort 
at cooperation between these advanced 
schools of the Service Technique and 
the existing primary schools. The

Mexico City. Worshippers estimat 
ed at nearly 200,000 thronged through 
the Villa Guadalupe recently to honor 
Our Lady of Guadalupe, the patron 
Saint of the republic.

Many of 
the devout made the pilgrimage on 
their hands and knees.
